“We need to take agricultural 
leadership in Washington out of 
the hands of the corporate in­ 
terests and the grain specula­ 
tors,” Carter said in a speech 
prepared for delivery at the 
Iowa State Fair.

“We need a president and a 
secretary of agriculture who 
understand the problems of the 
family farmer and the con­ 
sumer — and if I am elected, 
we’re going to have both. 
The 
peanut farmer from 
Plains, Ga., who is confident he 
has a strong chance of winning 
in President Ford’s native Mid­ 
west, made Des Moines his last 
stop on a four-day campaign 
trip. Aides said he would try to 
capitalize on what he believes 
is significant discontent in the 
farm belt over Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl Butz and the ad­ 
ministration’s farm program. 
He has attacked Butz as a 
supporter of big agricultural 
businesses, 
lacking 
under­ 
standing and support for small 
farmers. 
“We need to close the revolv­ 
ing door between the agricul­ 
ture department and the large 
special interests,” Carter said. 
“If I am elected, we will 
make sure that our support 
prices are at least equal to the 
cost of production. That will not 
guarantee profit — no real 
farmer wants that — but it will 
give the determined farmer a 
chance to stay in business.”

“ It's not my idea of a fair 
shake when inside speculators, 
with special connections in the 
agriculture department, make 
windfall profits on grain deals 
while the producer himself sells 
at a loss.” 


Carter had said Tuesday 
night when he met with repre­ 
sentatives of two dozen national 
farm organizations that if elect­ 
ed president he would never au­ 
thorize an embargo singling out 
foreign shipment of U.S. farm 
products. 
“Under my administration, if 
I’m elected, there will never be 
another embargo that singles 
out farm products,” the former 
Georgia governor said during 
the meeting with representa­ 
tives of such groups as the Na­ 
tional Farmers Organization, 
Farmers 
Union, 
National 
Grange, American Farm Bu­ 
reau and National Com Grow­ 
ers Association. 
Embargoes on shipments of 
U.S. grain, particularly last Oc­ 
tober’s embargo on shipments 
to Russia, have been a sore 


point with many farmers who 
claim they lost money because 
of them. The administration 
has said that no farm sales 
were lost because all available 
ports and ship6 were tied up at 
the time of the embargoes. 
Carter also said that, if elect­ 
ed, he would do what he could 
to clean up what he called “the 
dirty situation” in the country’s 
grain inspection system.

We’re not sayingthis is the explanation,mind you, but 
the mysterious and selective appearance of the killer 
disease “Legion Fever” at the American Legion con­ 
vention in Philadelphia should at least alert us to the 
potential danger of biological or chemical warfare. 
Consider the circumstances: 152 persons — all of them 
attendees at the Legion convention — are suddenly 
struck down by a virulent malady that kills one out of 
four. No one else, apparently, contracted the disease. It 
has not been transmitted to the friends or families of the 
afflicted. And although the Legionnaires stayed at three 
hotels where they mingled freely with the hotel workers 
who waited on tables, cleaned the rooms and handled 
their luggage and mail, not a single hotel employee was 
afflicted with the “disease,” much less died from it. No 
wonder doctors are baffled. They can only tell us what it 
is not. Some are saying the cause may never be known. 
Well, might a foreign nation, which had developed the 
causative agent for such a disease, seek to try it out in the 
U.S. on an experimental basis? The Soviet Union 
inevitably comes to mind. The Soviets are known to 
conduct extensive research in biological and chemical 
warfare. What more appropriate target, in their eyes, 
could there be than the American Legion — an 
organization not well known for its devotion to “deten­ 
te”? 
If the Soviets, or any other communist or terrorist 
group wanted to use biological warfare, it seems 
resonable that they might try to develop an agent which 
could be selectively used against command centers or 
troops units, for example. Something which could not be 
traced, which would not be contagious, and would not 
spread to the public at large. Something, in short, like 
“Legion Fever.” 
Again, we don’t suggest that is what we are confronted 
with in this case. A conventional explanation may be 
discovered, and even if it is not there is no evidence of 
sinister origin. We say only that this ought to make us 
better aware of biological or chemical warfare could be 
like if ever it turned loose.

Striking proof (no pun intended) that the United States 
still sets the pace in advanced product tecnology is found 
in the phenomenal growth of the digital watch industry. 
Digital watches are those little electronic jobs using 
light- emitting diodes (LEDs), which at the touch of a 
button show the time in hours and minutes and in some 
cases seconds, as well as the month and day. 
For decades the American watch industry saw its 
share of the market declining in the face of competition 
from other nations, especially the Swiss. But now the 
Swiss and Japanese and other foreign watchmakers have 
found themsleves left high and dry by the surge of 
American companies, backed by modem electronics 
technology, in the new field of digital watches. The 
result, as Business Week recently reported, has been to 
bring watchmaking leadership back to the United States. 
“We sold over 300,000 digital watches last year and we 
expect to do even better this year,” says Eugene Gluck, 
president of E. Gluck Corp., the nation’s No. 3 watch 
company in terms of unit sales. 
As additional proof of the continuing vitality of the 
American free enterprise system, it is interesting to note 
that Gluck came to the United States in the 1940s as a 
wartime refugee from Europe and started his company 
from scratch. It now sells nearly three million watches of 
all types a year.

Strategy -- MAD?” you would 
probably think you were reading 
a sensational tabloid. 
Would you believe - such a 
headline was recently splashed 
across the dignified New York 
Times? 
The contents of the article 
were just as blunt. It came to 
grips with two life-and-death 
problems: the threat to the very 
survival of the United States 
from the tremendous buildup of 
Soviet military power, and 
whether U.S. national strategy 
for dealing with this threat 
might be totally wrong. 
The New York Times quotes 
with respect, if not outright 
endorsement, statements from 
the London Times and London 
Economist that the Soviet Union 
will 
have 
“valid 
strategic 
superiority by the end of this 
year’’ and that the Kremlin 
leaders believe they could then 
destroy America without suf­ 
fering unacceptable reprisals. 
For the last 15 years, U.S. 
strategy has been based on the 
theory that the Soviets won’t 
attack us because they know we 
would strike back and kill 
millions of Russians. 
This theory of deterrence was 
once accurately explained by 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger as the product of three 
factors: military power, the will 
to use it, and the assessment of 
those factors by a potential 
aggressor. 
But 
please 
note: 
since 
deterrence is a product, not a 
sum, if any one of them is zero, 
deterrence fails. 
The deterrence theory might 
have been true in 1962 during the 
Cuban missile crisis when we 
had an 8-to-l lead in nuclear 
power. But 14 years later, the 


strategic balance is reversed, 
and the theory is perilously 
obsolete. 
Many experts believe that 
because of Soviet bases in Cuba 
and our many cities which can 
be hit from Soviet submarines, 
the United States is at least 10 
times as vulnerable to nuclear 
attack as the USSR is today. 


Foy Kohler, 
our former 
ambassador in Moscow, sum­ 
med it up like this: “Instead of a 
‘balance of terror’ which equally 
restrains both sides, the terror 
would be mainly on the part of 
the United States.” 
British and American experts 
now say that the Kremlin 
leaders believe they will this 
year have 
enough 
military 
superiority, combined with such 
elaborate 
civil 
defense 
in­ 
stallations and preparations, 
that they will be able to destroy 
America without suffering 
unacceptable retaliation. If this 
is true, deterrence has failed, 
our strategy is indeed “mad,” 
and so are the architects who 
devised it. 


In the understatement of the 
century, The Times concludes: 
“Surely the American people 
have a right to be informed 
about the truth of the statements 
... so that they can debate 
whether it is necessary to revise 
our strategic assumptions. Mere 
national survival should be the 
paramount 
issue 
of 
this 
autumn’s election.” 
It’s too bad we weren’t told 
this early in the year, before 19 
presidential primaries, so that 
the eager candidates would have 
all been forced to present their 
strategy for dealing with this 
“paramount issue.” 
However, we still have two 
months left before the election, 
and it’s not too late to force 
policy commitments, from the 
candidates who remain in the 
race, on the matter of budding 
adequate antimissile and civil 
defenses.

WASHINGTON -- Blue Cross 
has been telling the American 
public that it does more “than 
just pay bills." That’s true. The 
boys at Blue Cross like to run up 
bills of their own and stick Uncle 
Sam with the tab. 
A confidential audit prepared 
by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare reveals 
that at least five Blue Cross com­ 
panies overcharged the federal 
government thousands of dollars 
in the adm inistration of 
Medicare programs. 
The federal government pays 
the giant health insurance 
system $7.2 million per year to 
administer a portion of the $17.7 
billion Medicare program. Blue 
Cross then signs subcontracts 
with its subsidiaries, which han­ 
dle the day-to-day drudgery of 
processing claims. 
The HEW report charges that 
Blue Cross subcontractors in 
Iowa, Maine, Nebraska, and 
Wisconsin purchased luxury au­ 
tomobiles, chartered private 
airplanes and foisted the bills off 
on Medicare. Here are the 
details: 
— Some Blue Cross executives 
flew first class to business meet­ 
ings and stayed at the finest 


hotels. They took their families 
along and charged it all to the 
g o v e r n m e n t . “ C h a r g i n g 
Medicare for the meetings was a 
questionable practice,” the audit 
states, “since the meetings were 
of a general nature, held in set­ 
tings outside the contractors ser­ 
vice area.” 
— Blue Cross officials in Iowa 
and Wisconsin bought fleets of 
luxury automobiles, which they 
charged to Medicare. These 
costs were “inreasonable,” said 
the confidential audit, and 
“unallowable for reimbursement 
to the contractors." 
— Blue Cross workers also 
charged the taxpayers thou­ 
sands of dollars for “business au­ 
tomobiles” which they put to per­ 
sonal use. Employes in Iowa and 
Maine took the vehicles home 
after work and used them as if 
they owned them. 
— Blue Cross executives often 
shunned commercial airlines 
and chartered private planes. In 
each instance, the audit charges, 
commercial flights were availa­ 
ble. The public paid. 
— Blue cross auditors who 
should have halted the w aste of 
federal money simply looked the 
other way. On one occasion, ac- 


cording to a confidential 
memorandum, a government in­ 
vestigator grilled a Blue Cross 
auditor about the personal use of 
federal monies. “So what?” snap­ 
ped the Blue Cross man. “Well 
call it compensation and make 
the necessary adjustments." 
Blue Cross’ current Medicare 
contract expires at the end of 
September. Our sources predict 
however, that the insurance col­ 
ossus will flex its political muscle 
and get the agreement renewed. 
Rep. Charles Vanik, D.-Ohio, 
chairman of the House Ways and 
Means oversight subcommittee, 
will hold hearings on the Blue 
Cross Medicare contract later 
this month. 
“We think this is the tip of the 
iceberg,” said one House in­ 
vestigator. Vanik anticipates 
finding similar abuses in Blue 
Cross’ administration of the 
Medicaid program and Defense 
Department insurance plans. 
Footnote: A Blue Cross spokes­ 
man tacitly admitted to our as­ 
sociate Marc Smolonsky that the 
insurance organization had 
overcharged the federal govern­ 
ment. But the thousands of dol­ 
lars involved, he argued, was 
“insignificant” in comparison to 
the total amount of the contract. 
Blue Cross, he added, is trying to 
“correct the problem.” 
REVOLVING R E P U B ­ 
LICANS: This year Repub­ 
licans won’t be able to use the 
traditional campaign theme, 
‘‘Don’t change horses in 
midstream." 
At least that’s what Demo­ 
cratic party boss Bob Strauss is 
saying. In a fund-raising letter, 
Strauss outlines the game of

GOP has been playing during 
the past seven years.

Agnew resigned from office. 
That meant two appointed vice

Money for Machel: 
Why is Sen. Clark fighting to 
subsidize 
Marxist 
African 
dictatorships? 
LISBON -- And little children 
huddled amid their own strange 
fears. And cried. And clung to 
their mothers who weren’t much 
less frightened or less tear- 
stained at first. Slowly one 
youngster, then another, im­ 
provised little playrooms in 
corners 
of 
hotel 
lobbies 
thousands of miles from home. 
They weren’t paying guests. 
They were in transit -- from 
their ancient soil to nowhere, at 
the new Portuguese govern­ 
ment’s expense. 
In the crowded dining room of 
the 
not-so-luxurious 
Hotel 
Lutecia here they ate queitly, 
sisters 
and 
brothers 
and 
hopeless parents, staring into a 
stonewalled 
future. At that 
moment I wished the United 
States Senator 
from Paris, 
Iowa, 
Richard Clark, 
the 
debating champ from Iowa 
University, was at the table with 
me among these “miserables.” 
Why? 
Richard Clark is the semi­ 
skilled intellectual who heads 
the 
U.S. 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Subcommittee 
on 
African affairs. He is fighting to 
force the U.S. to contribute some 
12 million American dollars to 
the weirdly totalitarian bush- 
league East African Marxist 
“republic” 
of 
Mozambique. 
From which these children, 
these parents had to flee for 
their lives. 
Since Richard Clark, with all 
of 3*6 years’ experience in the 
U.S. Senate, hasn’t been here or 
even in East Africa, how would 
he know of the sufferings of the 
“retomados” who are in flight 
from the year-old Communist 
African nation he is befrien­ 
ding? 
These children are refugees 
from African Marxist dictator 
President Samora Machel. They 
are the victims of reverse 
discriminatioa They hurt no 
one. They are of a line backing 
into some 470 years of farming, 
retailing 
and commerce 
in 
Mozambique, Angola and even 
Timor. Now they have no homes 
but the hotel rooms, the lobbies 
and the streets. They are the 
lucky ones who got out after the 
“liberation” fronts took over. 
Now the Portuguese gover­ 
nment must find $30 million a 
month to feed them, house them 
in hotels, pay specialists to find 
their parents overseas jobs. 
Quite a task. There are some 
800,000 retomados in Portugal. 
I write this story at a great 
distance from Maputo, capital of 
Mozambique, 
because I, as 
other Western news people, 
can’t fly 
in. That coastal 
nation’s 
bearded dictator, 
sounding like the eerie ruler of 
Frederick Forsyth’s mythical 
African dictatorship in “Dogs of 
War,” doesn’t want the truth 
told. 
Why, should he? He and others 
of 
his 
self-appointed and 
anointed cabinet returned from 
Moscow recently. There they 
arranged for the Soviets to build 
naval bases in Maputo (for­ 
merly Lourenco Marques) and 
other ports. 
There they liaisoned with the 
Cubans, 
planning 
joint 
of­ 
fensives in eastern and southern 


Africa. There they talked of 
Western “imperialist” Europe 
and America. 
And at home in Maputo, 
protected by a free-swinging, 
free-stabbing, free-clubbing 
personal bodyguard, Samora 
Machel, president and dictator, 
chief of the Frelimo movement, 
runs a concentratin camp 
nation. Crawling prisons teem 
with tens 
of thousands of 
dissenters. Slave labor camps 
(“reeducation centers” ) 
are 
jammed with men and women 
who did little more than demand 
wages due Jhem. Or whose 
crime was - and is - being 
Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
“Machelismo” comes as close 
to 
political 
psychosis 
as 
anything since Adolf Hitler bit a 
rug. Not too long ago, when 
Machel got into a sharp debate 
with a cabinet minister, the 
president's bodyguard stabbed 
the official. Another time, when 
a commercial jet pilot moved 
his aircraft too dose to MadeTs 
private plane (nothing’s too 
good 
for 
the 
proletarian 
leadership) 
the bodyguard 
almost beat the aviator to death. 
For the record, the report is 
that the stabbed man was 
Armando Guebuza, minister of 
the interior. He was cut down in 
the presidential palace. 
Machel isn’t an illiterate 
springing from the bush. He and 
his comrades in the Frelimo are 
intellectuals, 
poets, 
writers. 
This hasn’t kept them from 
incarcerating over 60,000 per­ 
sons. Nor has it kept him from 
Fidel Castro-like speeches 
running four hours and more. 
He has nationalized almost 
everything in sight. Business, 
utilities, land and even private 
homes. 
And has paid for 
nothing. 
He has warned workers they 
may have to wait three years for 
their wages. And he has spoken 
of a “solidarity bank” into 
which would be put expropriated 
pay. 
He is collectivizing farms. 
Revolutionary justice is meted 
out to those who murmur ob­ 
jections. Unhappy soldiers are 
shot. 
It’s all there for Sen. Clark to 
see. Certainly, president Machel 
won’t shut the airport to the 
gentleman from Iowa who wants 
to give Maputo so many million 
American dollars. 
And it might do Dick Clark 
some good to get to Africa. After 
all, the Iowa Senator, an expert 
on Eastern Europe, is head of 
the African subcommittee. 
Wonder how he got the post? 
Sen. Clark had better get there 
fast if he wants to hand out all 
that money. President Machel is 
asking the United Nations for 
$50 million a year to help him 
develop his country. And more 
money from UNCTAD (UN- 
Conference on Trade and 
Development). UNCTAD will 
hand out millions more. And 
some of those millions will be 
American dollars. 
As the King of Siam mice said: 
“ ’Tis a puzzlement.” That goes 
for Sen. Clark. Why does the 
gentleman from Paris, Iowa, 
want to subsidize a grisly dic­ 
tatorship? Why help a new 
nation on whose coast the Soviet 
navy soon will park? Why not 
come here, Senator, and bring 
some toys, too?

Bootheel Democrats who 
formerly 
supported

William J. Cason for the 
nomination for governor in the 
Aug. 3 primary election met 
with winner Joseph P. Teasdale 
in a show of unity Monday night 
at Two-Tony’s Smorgasbord.

In fact, they point out, 
Republican inroads were made 
as the usually heavy percentage 
given Democratic candidates 
dropped. Bond got 40 per cent of 
the vote in the Bootheel. 
Teasdale hopes to reverse that 
and the meeting here Monday 
was an early step in getting the 
support he needs from outstate 
party centers of strength, to 
challenge Bond.

looking at the 1972 vote totals, 
note that Bond’s nearly 200,000- 
vote victory was concentrated in 
several important areas where 
Democrats usually do better.

DEAR READERS — Thank you for the many many direc­ 
tions you sent for Mrs. W.H. who wants to crochet a book 
mark in the shape of a cross. Especially thanks to those who 
included beautiful samples. The following two letters tell how 
to make particularly lovely ones. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — A book mark such as Mrs. W. H. wants to 
crochet has been in our family for many years and these direc­ 
tions are ones I worked out from it. 
I started by making a loop at the lower end into which I dou­ 
ble crocheted (d.c.) 3, chain l,d.c.3, turn, chain 2 and repeat 
until right length is obtained (about 5 inches.) The number of 
shells made will be determined by the thread used. This shell 
pattern is continued out at either side for about an inch and 
placed so the side arms are about an inch and a half from the 
top. Picots were single crocheted all around edges and a tassel 
of the thread made for one end. — CECILLE.

DEAR POLLY — A board that came inside a bolt of 
fabric works beautifully for pressing the legs to slacks. 
Any fabric shop will gladly give you one, I am sure. 
I would so much like to know what will take dried 
blood out of clothing. — MRS. G.F. 
DEAR MRS. G.F. — The blood stains are doubtless 
set in the garment, if it has been washed in hot water. 
Otherwise, soak in cold water 30-60 minutes. If the stain 
remains, put three tablespoons household ammonia in a 
gallon of luke warm water and soak for half an hour or 
so. If stain is still there, rub detergent in stain and then 
wash, using a bleach that is safe for the fabric. Of 
course, ail such remedies are to be used only if safe for 
the fabric in question. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs do not have termination dates for their 
use on the labels. The customer never knows when they are no 
longer satisfactory, or can’t be safely administered.

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Carter hits Ford vetoes 
SEATTLE (AP) — Claiming 
that President Ford’s vetoes of 
social legislation have contrib­ 
uted to “needless human suffer­ 
ing,” 
Jimmy 
Carter 
has 
sounded what will be one of the 
major themes of his presiden­ 
tial campaign. 


On the second day of his four- 
day campaign swing to the 
West and Midwest, Carter re­ 
peatedly accused the Ford ad­ 
ministration of neglecting the 
needs of the American people, 
particularly the disadvantaged. 
The Democratic presidential 
nominee switches emphasis to­ 
day, when he discusses pardons 
for draft dodgers, international 
terrorispi and the need to 


reinstill respect for the mili­ 
tary, in a speech at the Ameri­ 
can Legion national convention 
here. 
In Los Angeles Monday, Car­ 
ter criticized Ford’s record of 
55 vetoes in the last two years. 
He called it a “record of politi­ 
cal insensitivity, of missed op­ 
portunities, of constant conflict 
with Congress, and of national 
neglect.” 
Those vetoes by Ford, whom 
Carter termed “an appointed 
president,” “demonstrate a de­ 
gree of negativism, dormancy 
and a fear of action that only 
can be harmful to this coun­ 
try,” he told a luncheon spon­ 
sored by the Los Angeles Town 
Hall Forum. 
U.S.-Korea talks 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
North Korea today agreed to a 
meeting on Wednesday of the 
joint Korean Military Armistice 
Commission to discuss the safe­ 
ty of Americans in the demili­ 
tarized zone between North and 
South Korea. 
The United States demanded 
the meeting and proposed that 
it be held today. But North 
Korea proposed a delay until 
Wednesday afternoon, and the 
United States agreed. 
The United States asked for 
the meeting in Panmunjom, the 
truce village in the demili­ 
tarized zone, to seek assur­ 
ances from North Korea that 
there would not be a repetition 
of the clash last week in which 
North Korean guards killed two 
American army officers. 
State Department spokesman 
Robert Funseth said the United 
States would demand assurance 
that “our people will not be 
harmed.” 
The American aircraft car­ 
rier Midway and four escorting 
warships were maneuvering off 
the coast of Korea. American 
forces in South Korea were 
reinforced 
by 
two 
fighter 
squadrons from Okinawa and 
the United States, and Ameri­ 
can, South Korean and North 
Korean forces on the peninsula 
were 
all on precautionary 
alerts. 
But the State Department 
made a conciliatory gesture 


with a new comment on a 
statement by North Korean 
President Kim Il-ung terming 
the incident at Panmunjom 
“regretful.” 


“We recognize that the North 
Koran statement expresses re­ 
gret over the incident and we 
consider this a positive step,” 
Funseth said. “Nevertheless, 
this does not change the tragic 
fact that two American officers 
were brutally beaten to death 
without provocation.” 


Another State Department 
spokesman said on Sunday that 
the statement was unacceptable 
because it did not acknowledge 
responsibility for the slaying of 
the two Americans. 
Funseth added that assur­ 
ances from North Korea that 
Americans would be safe in the 
future “would improve the cli­ 
mate” in Korea. 
White House press secretary 
Ron Nessen said the United 
States “is anxious to cooperate 
in relaxation of tensions, but 
we want to make sure there is 
no miscalculation concerning 
our firmness in the area.” 
The North Korean Commu­ 
nist party newspaper, Rodong, 
charged that the Midway task 
force had entered North Korean 
waters. Pentagon sources in 
Washington said the Midway 
task force was off the coast of 
South Korea, well south of 
North Korean waters. 
Attorneys argue 
over PSC rules 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — The Missouri Public 
Service Commission has the au­ 
thority to issue standardized 
regulations for utility billing 
and service and those it has is­ 
sued were based on extensive 
and detailed research, attor­ 
neys have told a Cole County 
Circuit Court judge. 
But utility lawyers, arguing 
against the regulations before 
Judge Byron Kinder on Mon­ 
day, claimed the commission 
did not have legislative author­ 
ity to issue such board policy 
rules and they should be in- 
■ validated. 
* 
Attorneys for the commission 
and the Public Counsel’s office, 
which represents consumers be­ 
fore the PSC, asked Kinder, 
however, to let the standard­ 
ized billing rules be tested by 
both the companies and the 
public before action is taken to 
nullify them. 
Kind«- delayed implementa­ 
tion of the so-called “Con­ 
sumers’ bill of rights” last 
spring at the request of 13 gas, 
electric and water companies. 
The regulations, adopted by the 
commission on a 5-0 vote last 
December, would have taken 
effect on June 26. 
The regulations ban security 
deposits in most cases, prohibit 


penalty charges for late pay­ 
ments, give all customers 21 
days to pay bills before facing 
possible disconnection and for­ 
bid disconnection on weekends 
or holidays. 
The utility companies have 
claimed the regulations are an 
illegal invasion of utility man­ 
agement, but supporters of the 
regulations claim they serve to 
protect the public. 


“It is not for the commission 
to go out and tell the com­ 
panies what their regulations 
are going to be,” James C. 
Swearengen, attorney for Em­ 
pire District Electric Co., told 
Kinder. “We’re not here on a 
mere technicality. We’re here 
because it’s a bad order.” 
Swearengen said implementa­ 
tion of the order would “cost a 
lot of money for no good rea­ 
son,” and Robert L. Hawkins, 
also representing the utilities, 
estimated the cost at between 
$10 million and $11 million for 
the ban on late payment penal­ 
ties alone. 
Both men claimed the stand­ 
ardized regulations in effect 
nullified utility rate schedules 
and procedures that were al­ 
ready on file with the commis­ 
sion without proving that those 
procedures wrre unreasonable.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Kids 
like them as carry-out french 
fries, gourmets ogle them fond­ 
ly as baked companions of 
steaks and scientists prowl dis­ 
tant lands in search of new 
seed stock to improve them. 
The potato, says the Agricul­ 
ture Department, has a lineage 
going back centuries to the 
Andes of South America where 
natives knew of their food val­ 
ue long before Europeans ex­ 
plored the new world. 
So common place are po­ 
tatoes that it is easy to take 
them for granted. But farmers 
who grow them and scientists 
who fret about their vulnerabil­ 
ity to disease and pests are 
continually searching for ways 
to improve them. 
The department’s Coopera­ 
tive State Research Service 
says that scientists and potato 
breeders have been concerned 
about a steady need for devel­ 
oping and promoting better 
seed stock. 
“Discovering superior char­ 
acteristics in potato stocks and 
combining them in productive 
varieties is...a difficult task be­ 
cause of the complicated gen­ 
etic composition of the potato, 
its susceptibility to many dis­ 
eases and pests, and the consid­ 
erable ime required to develop 
stocks and determine their 
breeding and agricultural val­ 
ue,” the agency says. 
By and large the efforts have 
been successful, however, be­ 
cause for nearly 30 years feder­ 
al and state projects have been 
set up to develop better po­ 
tatoes on a coordinated scien­ 
tific basis. A regional program 
was started in 1948 at Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis., and since 1950 has 
expanded into a full-fledged in­ 
terregional program called IR- 
1. 
In the past 15 years there 
have been 15 expeditions to 
Latin America to seek new 
germ plasm or seed materials 
from wild-growing and culti­ 
vated plants of Solanum tubero 
sum, 
the potato’s scientific 
name. 
Specimens are processed by 
USDA’s Germplasm Resources 
Laboratory, 
Beltsville, 
Md., 
and then sent to another facil­ 
ity for one or two years of 
quarantine to guard against the 
introduction of diseases. 
Eventually, the potato stock 
ends up at Sturgeon Bay for 
further 
research 
and 
dis­ 
tribution to breeders. 
Potatoes are a major world 
food source, grown on more 
than 50 million acres and total­ 
ing more than 300 million tons 
annually. In the United States, 
potatoes 
are 
grown 
com­ 
mercially in most states at one 
time of the year or another and 
comprise around 1.5 million 
acres and an output of about 15 
million tons annually. 
There is winter and spring 
potato production in California, 
Florida and other states with 
mild climates. Summer produc­ 
tion occurs generally across the 
country, but the fall crop is by 
far the most important. 
Last year, for example, the 
fall potato crop accounted for 
more than 276 million 100-pound 
bags of the U.S. total output of 
319.8 million. The record total 
potato production was 342 mil­ 
lion hundredweight in 1974, of 
which 288.7 million was from 
the fall harvest. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment inspectors found no 
traces of the chemical DES in 
the nation’s meat supply in the 
second quarter of this year, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
The chemical — diethylstil- 
bestrol — has been shown to 
cause cancer in laboratory ani­ 
mals when fed to them in large 
doses. A synthetic growth hor­ 
mone, DES is fed to cattle to 
make them gain weight faster. 
During

months, three beef livers were 
found to contain DES among 
472 checked, officials said. 
Tests during the second quar­ 
ter involved livers from 459 ani­ 
mals. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
campaign 
to eliminate 
the 
threat of screw worms from 
U.S. livestock herds enters a 
new phase next week with the 
formal dedication of a new $14 
million facility in Mexico, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
The facility was built in Tux- 
tula Gutierrez to produce ster­ 
ile male screw worm flies that 
will be distributed along the 
125-mile-wide Isthmus of Te­ 
huantepec in southern Mexico. 
Officiate hope that this will re­ 
sult in a barrier zone that even­ 
tually will eradicate screw 
worms from most of Mexico 
and the southern United States. 
Female screw worm flies ex­ 
posed to the sterilized males 
will lay infertile eggs. 
The department said Thurs­ 
day that Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz will join with 
Mexican President Lute Ech­ 
everría to dedicate the new 
sterile screw worm fly plant 
Aug. 25. The United States is 
paying 80 per cent of the cost 
of the $14 million facility.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
In the tensions and struggles of 
the Republican National Con­ 
vention, 
one of 
President 
Ford’s campaign problems is 
etched sharply: 
He 
cannot 
stir 
in 
con­ 
servative hearts the ardor that 
burned for Ronald Reagan, but 
he must have the armies of the 
Republican right at work for 


his ticket. 
In the four days of the 31st 
Republican 
National 
Con­ 
vention, Ford men had the 
votes, but Reaganites had the 
zeal. And that zeal is what 
motivates a campaign volun­ 
teer to do the dull, hard, unpaid 
•labor of any campaign. 
The conservatives can, and 
did, speak the ritual vows of 
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Republican unity behind the 
ticket. But pledges of support 
won’t get the envelopes stuffed, 
the doorbells rung, the precinct 
lists checked, the leaflets dis­ 
tributed, the GOP vote out on 
election day. 
Those are the labors that can 
tip an election. The Ford-Jim- 
my Carter race looks one-sided 
now, but both nominees say the 
gap will narrow now that the 
President has his Republican 
nomination. 
Among Democrats, the detail 
work frequently is handled by 
the forces of organized labor. 
Among Republicans, there are 
no more effective nuts-and-bolts 
campaign workers than the 
conservatives. 
Ford invoked the spirit of 
Harry S. Truman, patron saint 
of the uphill campaigner, to 
stake his claim of coming victo­ 
ry in the Nov. 2 election, no 
mind what the polls and the 
pundits may say. 
The President, a Truman fan 
nominated in the city of Tru­ 
man, aimed the first major ad­ 
dress of his campaign at the 
average American, sitting at 
home. 
“ It is from your ranks that I 
come and on your side 
I 
stand,” he said in Thursday 
night’s 
acceptance 
speech. 
‘‘And I predict right now that 
the American people are going 
to say, ‘Jerry, you’ve done a 
good job. Keep right on doing 
it.’” 
To get them to say that, Ford 
will need the active help of the 
Republican party’s best foot 
soldiers, and many of them are 
the conservatives who worked, 
and wept, for Ronald Reagan. 
The risk to Ford now is not 
like that of Truman’s 1948 cam­ 
paign, when the left and the 
right wings of the Democratic 
party split off and ran candi­ 
dates of their own. 
A group of Young Americans 
for Freedom, among the most 
ardent of conservative factions, 
chanted “ Third party, third 
party” for a while at the con­ 
vention’s closing night. There 
were only about 20 of them, de­ 
spite tentative plans for a con­ 
servative meeting to talk about 
a bolt, it seem'- •• !^eiy such a 
move could go anywhere. 
As Rep. Robert Baumann of 
Maryland, conservative as they 
come, told the convention: 
“ There are those who say we 
need a third party. I say to you 
what we need is a good second 


party, and this is it.” 
Baumann said the Republican 
struggle was between two con­ 
servatives, not between the left 
and the right. 
Sen. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina, one of the favorites of 
the right, a Reagan supporter 
who pushed harder than his 
candidate 
for 
tough, 
con­ 
servative language in the plat­ 
form, spoke out for the ticket. 
He praised the platform as a 
good one, a strong one, also 
hailed the selection of Sen. 
Robert J. Dole of Kansas as 
Ford’s vice presidential nomi­ 
nee. 
Reagan said that if a third 
party is to be considered, it 
should not be now, just prior to 
an election, but after Nov. 2, if 
the Republicans lose. 
At Ford’s invitation, Reagan 
had the last word, the final 
speech, of the convention, and 
it was all that the President 
could have asked from his beat­ 
en challenger. 
“ ... We’ve got to quit talking 
to each other and about each 
other,” said Reagan. “ ... We 
must go forth from here united, 
determined and what a great 
general said a few years ago is 
true: there is no substitute for 
victory.” 
Reagan, too, stressed the par­ 
ty platform, “a banner of bold, 
unmistakeable colors. ... ” For 
his supporters, with Ford’s 
agreement, had colored it con­ 
servative, particularly on the 
issue of American policy to­ 
ward the Soviet Union. 
Indeed, during the week of 
preparatory sessions and the 
four convention days, it seemed 
Reagan could have anything he 
wanted — except the one thing 
he really wanted, the presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Only on points that directly 
affected that prize did Ford 
and his strategists resist Rea­ 
gan. 
After they won the test that 
foretold the nomination, on 
Reagan’s effort to compel Ford 
to announce in advance who 
would be running with him, the 
President put out the word to 
cool it, go along, get along. 
For hours, Ford representa­ 
tives tried to negotiate a com­ 
promise on a platform amend­ 
ment that unmistakably criti­ 
cized administration policies of 
detente. The language, which 
Reagan proposed, could have 
come from one of his campaign 
speeches. And Reagan men, led 
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by Helms, refused to budge on 
the platform issue. 
There was a dispute in the 
Ford camp over what to do. At 
one point, the President wanted 
to fight the Reagan amend­ 
ment. 
But 
Tarzan, 
Ford’s code 
name on his team’s convention 
communications 
network, 
changed his mind, left the tac­ 
tics to his floor managers. 
Early Wednesday morning, 
word went out over the walkie 
talkies: Ford’s floor managers 
and whips were to stop talking 
to newsmen about the foreign 
policy amendment. “ We’ve cav­ 
ed in,” said one of them. And 
the Reagan amendment was 
adopted without a Ford fight, in 
the name of party unity. 
There was more to it; Ford’s 
strategists did not want to risk 
a vote they feared they might 
lose, on an issue that was one 
of Reagan’s strongest during 
the primary campaign. 
No matter, the cover served 
the real interest of the Presi­ 
dent. His nomination was as­ 
sured Tuesday night, sealed on 
Wednesday, 1,187 votes to 1,069 
for Reagan, but closer than R e 
publicans had seen in 24 years. 
Then, 
the narrow verdict 
went to Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
a national hero both parties 
had tried to recruit as a sure 
thing for the White House. 
Now, the split decision be­ 
longs to a president by appoint­ 
ment, the leader of a minority 
party, the far-back trailer in 
polls against Jimmy Carter. 
At convention hall, there was 
warmth in the cheers and ova­ 
tions for Ford. But there was 
fire in the battle cries for Rea­ 
gan, even in the chants that 
sounded when finally, in defeat, 
he made his appearance in the 
stands Thursday night. 
As the delegates disbanded 
on Friday, the enthusiasm gap 
was showing. In an Associated 
Press survey, more than 80 per 
cent of the delegates who sup­ 
ported Reagan said they would 
vote for the Ford-Dole ticket, 
but many of them said their 
personal efforts now will be 
concentrated on GOP candi­ 
dates at home, not on the na­ 
tional ticket. 
“There’s an awful lot of bit­ 
terness right now,” said L.E. 
Thomas of Panama City, Fla., 
Reagan’s state campaign man­ 
ager there. “ But when they 
think about the alternatives, 
most of them will have to come 


around.” 
Thomas said Reagan support­ 
ers would have worked more 
diligently in the fall had the 
former 
California 
governor 
been on Ford’s ticket. 
Reagan said he would not ac­ 
cept that nomination. He also 
confirmed that the President 
did not offer it to him. 
“ I ’m going back to my gar­ 
den,” said Helen A. Tumell of 
Salem, Ore. “ I'll vote for Ford, 
but only because Carter is 
worse.” 
“ Oh, I’ll vote for him, but I 
don’t know whether I ’ll do any 
work,” said Mona Hinman of 
Kremmling, Colo. 
That is the mood Ford needs 
to crack. 
Reagan pledged to work for 
the President’s election, and 
said that if the Republicans 
lose, there should be “ a reas­ 
sessment of where we go and 
how we put that great new ma­ 
jority together.” 


Then he went home to his 
ranch near Santa Barbara, Ca­ 
lif. 
Ford, in yet another gesture 
toward the conservative chal­ 
lenger, said he thinks Republi­ 
cans should consider the ad­ 
vance disclosure of vice presi­ 
dential nominees, now that it is 
not at issue in a contest over 
presidential nomination. 
Reagan had named his vice 
presidential choice, Sen. Rich­ 
ard S. Schweiker, long before 
the convention, in a tactical 
maneuver that wasf part of his 
campign to beat Ford. The 
President withheld his until 
Thursday noon, after using the 
selection as part of his own 
strategy. 
Incidentally, Schweiker got 
two votes for the vice president 
nomination 
when 
the 
con­ 
vention ratified Dole. 
Anyhow, Ford told the Re­ 
publican National Committee 
Friday that a rule like Rea­ 


gan’s should be considered for 


1980. 
As if to spread some icing on 
the unity cake, Dole said that 
Reagan had suggested him to 
Ford for the vice presidential 
nomination. Ford said earlier 
that Reagan had endorsed his 
selection. 
He had discussed it with the 
challenger by telephone Thurs­ 
day morning, hours after an 
unusual, 
early-morning 
vis­ 
itation upon the Californian he 
had just defeated for nomi­ 
nation. 
The echo of Reagan’s cam­ 
paign even was evident in 
Ford’s challenge to Carter to 
meet in debate. 
Reagan partisans had argued 
all week, and Sen. Paul Laxalt 
had said in nominating him, 
that the former actor and Cali­ 
fornia governor would be a 
master of campaign debate. 
Television once was his profes­ 
sion.

Aorta may harden 
with age 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 need 
some information about my 
father, who is 63 years old, 5 
feet 7 and 180 pounds. His 
blood pressure is 165 over 90. 
During a recent examination 
an X ray showed calcium 
building up in the aorta. Will 
you please give us your advice 
on this condition. He takes 
m edicine for his blood 
pressure and eats a fat free, 
no salt diet. 
DEAR READER - The 
aorta is the large artery 
directly connected to the 
heart. It carries all the ox­ 
ygenated blood out of the 
heart to the whole body. It 
arches above the heart and 
courses down along the spine 
until it divides into the 
arteries to the legs. 
As people get older there is 
a tendency for the wall of this 
artery to calcify. This usually 
follows a build up of fatty- 
cholesterol substances in the 
wall of the artery — the 
process in arteries we call 
atherosclerosis. Because the 
aorta is very large the build 
up in it does not cause a 
blockage to the circulation, 
the way it does in smaller 
arteries to the leg, heart, 
brain or other parts of the 
body. 
Normally the aorta is very 
elastic. As blood squirts out of 
the heart into the aorta it just 
stretches to accomodate the 
increased blood. Then it con­ 
tracts by its own elasticity, 
helping to propel the blood 
along for its own normal cir­ 
culation. This elasticity helps 
to keep the top blood pressure 
reading from becoming so 
high. But, as the elasticity is 
lost the aorta behaves more 
like a rigid pipe. When all the 
blood squirts out into the rigid 
aorta, the pressure rises im­ 
mediately and higher than it 


would if the aorta were still 
elastic. So, your father’s blood 
pressure is 165 when in a 
younger man it would be 
perhaps less than 130. This 
does increase the work of the 
heart some. 
Because high blood pressure 
is associated with an in­ 
creased risk of heart attacks 
and strokes, I agree it should 
be treated. Moderate eleva­ 
tion such as your father has 
does not require heroic efforts 
though as the treatment may 
be worse than the disease. 
Your father would do well to 
decrease the rate of develop­ 
ment of fatty-cholesterol 
deposits in other arteries in 
his body. He needs to restrict 
his calories enough to make 
this possible. 
I would also advise a daily 
walking program to help 
maintain his level of physical 
fitness and help him reduce. 
Everyone who can, should 
have an exercise program, 
even if it is just walking, to go 
along with a diet program 
when they need to lose weight. 
You can’t judge by pounds 
alone, but there is a good 
possibility that your father 
needs to lose as much as 30 
pounds of fat. The program 
should be to go on a restricted 
calorie program with walking 
and keep on losing fat until 
there is no significant amount 
of fat under his skin, around 
his waist or other locations. It 
will take time but he should 
get started with such a 
program without delay. If he 
likes to swim he should be en­ 
couraged to do so.

And although the Legionnaires stayed at three 
hotels where they mingled freely with the hotel workers 
who waited on tables, cleaned the rooms and handled 
their luggage and mail, not a single hotel employee was 
afflicted with the “disease,” much less died from it. No 
wonder doctors are baffled. They can only tell us what it 
is not. Some are saying the cause may never be known. 
Well, might a foreign nation, which had developed the 
causative agent for such a disease, seek to try it out in the 
U.S. on an experimental basis? The Soviet Union 
inevitably comes to mind. The Soviets are known to 
conduct extensive research in biological and chemical 
warfare.

The contents of the article 
were just as blunt It came to 
gripe with two life-and-death 
problems the threat to the very 
survival of the United States 
from the tremendous buildup of 
Soviet 
military 
power, 
and 
whether U.S. national strategy 
for dealing with this threat 
might be totally wrong 
The New York Times quotes 
with respect, if not outright 
endorsement, statements from 
the London Times and London 
Economist that the Soviet Union 
will 
have 
"valid 
strategic 
superiority by the end of this 
year" and that the Kremlin 
leaders believe they could then 
destroy America without suf­ 
fering unacceptable reprisals 
For the last 15 years, U S 
strategy has been based on the 
theory that the Soviets won't 
attack us because they know we 
would strike 
back and kill 
millions of Russians 
This theory of deterrence was 
once accurately explained by 
Secretary 
of State Henry 
Kissinger as the product of three 
factors: military power, the will 
to use it, and the assessment of 
those factors by a potential 
aggressor 
But 
please 
note: 
since 
deterrence is a product, not a 
sum, if any one of them is zero, 
deterrence fails 
The deterrence theory might 
have been true in 1962 during the 
Cuban missile crisis when we 
had an 8-to-l lead in nuclear 
power Bui 14 years later, the

strategic balance is reversed, 
and the theory is perilously 
obsolete 
Many experts believe that 
because of Soviet bases in Cuba 
and our many cities which can 
be hit from Soviet submarines, 
the United States is at least 10 
times as vulnerable to nuclear 
attack as the USSR is today. 


Foy Kohler, 
our form er 
ambassador in Moscow, sum­ 
med it up like this : "Instead of a 
•balance of terror' which equally 
restrains both sides, the terror 
would be mainly on the part of 
the United States," 
British and American experts 
now 
say 
that 
the Kremlin 
leaders believe they will this 
year 
have 
enough 
military 
superiority, combined with such 
elaborate 
civil 
defense 
in­ 
stallations 
and 
preparations, 
that they will be able to destroy 
America 
without 
suffering 
unacceptable retaliation. If this 
is true, deterrence has failed, 
our strategy is indeed “mad," 
and so are the architects who 
devised it. 


In the understatement of the 
century, The Times concludes: 
"Surely the American people 
have a right to be informed 
about the truth of the statements 
... so that they can debate 
whether it is necessary to revise 
our strategic assumptions Mere 
national survival should be the 
param ount 
issue 
of 
this 
autumn's election." 
It's too bad we weren't told 
this early in the year, before 19 
presidential primaries, so that 
the eager candidates would have 
all been forced to present their 
strategy for dealing with this 
"paramount issue." 
However, we still have two 
months left before the election, 
and it’s not too late to force 
policy commitments, from the 
candidates who remain in the 
race, on the matter of building 
adequate antimissile and civil 
defenses

Many of the 550 Americans in

DEAR POLLY — A board that came inside a bolt of 
fabric works beautifully for pressing the legs to slacks 
Any fabric shop will gladly give you one, I am sure.

G.F. — The blood stains are doubtless 
set in the garment, if it has been washed in hot water. 
Otherwise, soak in cold water 30-60 minutes. If the stain 
remains, put three tablespoons household ammonia in a 
gallon of luke warm water and soak for half an hour or 
so. If stain is still there, rub detergent in stain and then 
wash, using a bleach that is safe for the fahric. Of 
course, all such remedies are to be used only if safe for 
the fabric in question. — POLLY.

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Carter hits Ford vetoes 


SEATTLE (AP) — Claiming 
that President Ford’s vetoes of 
social legislation have contrib­ 
uted to "needless human suffer­ 
ing,” 
Jimmy 
Carter 
has 
sounded what will be one of the 
major themes of his presiden­ 
tial campaign. 


On the second day of his four- 
day campaign swing to the 
West and Midwest, Carter re­ 
peatedly accused the Ford ad­ 
ministration of neglecting the 
needs of the American people, 
particularly the disadvantaged. 
The Democratic presidential 
nominee switches emphasis to­ 
day, when he discusses pardons 
for draft dodgers, international 
terrorisjn 
and the need to 


reinstill respect for the mili­ 
tary, in a speech at the Ameri­ 
can Legion national convention 
here. 
In Los Angeles Monday, Car­ 
ter criticized Ford’s record of 
55 vetoes in the last two years. 
He called it a “record of politi­ 
cal insensitivity, of missed op­ 
portunities, of constant conflict 
with Congress, and of national 
neglect.” 
Those vetoes by Ford, whom 
Carter termed “an appointed 
president,” "demonstrate a de­ 
gree of negativism, dormancy 
and a fear of action that only 
can be harmful to this coun­ 
try,” he told a luncheon spon­ 
sored by the Los Angeles Town 
Hall Forum. 


As he has done before, he in­ 
directly mentioned Watergate 
and President Nixon. 
"The country has lost faith in 
its government, in part because 
of the revelations of official ly­ 
ing and spying and bugging, 
the resignations in disgrace of 
both a vice president and presi­ 
dent. ...” Carter said. 
He also denied that he was a 
big 
spender 
and 
antigov- 
erament, labels often attached 
to him. 
"I am antiwaste in govern­ 
ment,” he said. "I don’t believe 
in giveaway programs. I don’t 
believe in wasting money. I be­ 
lieve in tough, competent man­ 
agement.” 


Carter spent half his time in 
Los Angeles mixing with rich 
California Democrats and the 
Hollywood elite and the other 
half calling for more concern 
for the underprivileged and 
urging blacks and Chicanos to 
register to vote. 
At a party given by actor 
Warren Beatty, Carter told 
more than a score of other ac­ 
tors that politicians "have a re­ 
sponsibility to bypass the big 
shots, including you, and people 
like you and like I was, and to 
make a concerted effort to un­ 
derstand people who are poor, 
black, speak a foreign lan­ 
guage, who are not well edu­ 
cated. ...” 
U.S.-Korea talks 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
North Korea today agreed to a 
meeting on Wednesday of the 
joint Korean Military Armistice 
Commission to discuss the safe­ 
ty of Americans in the demili­ 
tarized zone between North and 
South Korea. 
The United States demanded 
the meeting and proposed that 
it be held today. But North 
Korea proposed a delay until 
Wednesday afternoon, and the 
United States agreed. 
The United States asked for 
the meeting in Panmunjom, the 
truce village in the demili­ 
tarized zone, to seek assur­ 
ances from North Korea that 
there would not be a repetition 
of the clash last week in which 
North Korean guards killed two 
American army officers. 
State Department spokesman 
Robert Funseth said the United 
States would demand assurance 
that “our people will not be 
harmed.” 
The American aircraft car­ 
rier Midway and four escorting 
warships were maneuvering off 
the coast of Korea. American 
forces in South Korea were 
reinforced 
by 
two 
fighter 
squadrons from Okinawa and 
the United States, and Ameri­ 
can, South Korean and North 
Korean forces on the peninsula 
were 
all 
on 
precautionary 
alerts. 
But the State Department 
made a conciliatory gesture 


with a new comment on a 
statement by North Korean 
President Kim Il-ung terming 
the incident at Panmunjom 
“regretful.” 


“We recognize that the North 
Koran statement expresses re­ 
gret over the incident and we 
consider this a positive step,” 
Funseth said. “Nevertheless, 
this does not change the tragic 
fact that two American officers 
were brutally beaten to death 
without provocation.” 


Another State Department 
spokesman said on Sunday that 
the statement was unacceptable 
because it did not acknowledge 
responsibility for the slaying of 
the two Americans. 
Funseth added that assur­ 
ances from North Korea that 
Americans would be safe in the 
future “would improve the cli­ 
mate” in Korea. 
White House press secretary 
Ron Nessen said the United 
States “is anxious to cooperate 
in relaxation of tensions, but 
we want to make sure there is 
no miscalculation concerning 
our firmness in the area.” 
The North Korean Commu­ 
nist party newspaper, Rodong, 
charged that the Midway task 
force had entered North Korean 
waters. Pentagon sources in 
Washington said the Midway 
task force was off the coast of 
South Korea, well south of 
North Korean waters. 
Attorneys argue 


over PSC rules 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The Missouri Public 
Service Commission has the au­ 
thority to issue standardized 
regulations for utility billing 
and service and those it has is­ 
sued were based on extensive 
and detailed research, attor­ 
neys have told a Cole County 
Circuit Court judge. 
But utility lawyers, arguing 
against the regulations before 
Judge Byron Kinder on Mon­ 
day, claimed the commission 
did not have legislative author­ 
ity to issue such board policy 
rules and they should be in­ 
validated. 
" * 
Attorneys for the commission 
and the Public Counsel’s office, 
which represents consumers be­ 
fore the PSC, asked Kinder, 
however, to let the standard­ 
ized billing rules be tested by 
both the companies and the 
public before action is taken to 
nullify them. 
Kinder delayed implementa­ 
tion of the so-called “Con 
sumers’ bill of rights” last 
spring at the request of 13 gas, 
electric and water companies 
The regulations, adopted by the 
commission o n a M l vote last 
December, would have taken 
effect on June 26. 
The regulations ban security 
deposits in most cases, prohibit 


penalty charges for late pay­ 
ments. give all customers 21 
days to pay bills before facing 
possible disconnection and for­ 
bid disconnection on weekends 
or holidays. 
The utility companies have 
claimed the regulations are an 
illegal invasion of utility man­ 
agement, but supporters of the 
regulations claim they serve to 
protect the public. 


“It is not for the commission 
to go out and tell the com­ 
panies what their regulations 
are going to be,” James C. 
Swearengen, attorney for Em­ 
pire District Electric Co., told 
Kinder. “We’re not here on a 
mere technicality. We’re here 
because it's a bad order.” 
Swearengen said implementa­ 
tion of the order would “coat a 
lot of money for no good rea­ 
son," and Robert L. Hawkins, 
also representing the utilities, 
estimated the cost at between

The potato, says the Agricul­ 
ture Departm ent, has a lineage 
going back centuries to the 
Andes of South America where 
natives knew of their food val­ 
ue long before Europeans ex­ 
plored the new world. 
So common place are po­ 
tatoes that it is easy to take 
them for granted. But farm ers 
who grow them and scientists 
who fret about their vulnerabil­ 
ity to disease and pests are 
continually searching for ways 
to improve them. 
The departm ent’s Coopera­ 
tive State 
R esearch Service 
says that scientists and potato 
breeders have been concerned 
about a steady need for devel­ 
oping 
and 
promoting better 
seed stock. 
“ Discovering superior char­ 
acteristics in potato stocks and 
combining them in productive 
varieties is...a difficult task be­ 
cause of the complicated gen­ 
etic composition of the potato, 
its susceptibility to many dis­ 
eases and pests, and the consid­ 
erable ime required to develop 
stocks 
and 
determine 
their 
breeding and agricultural val­ 
ue.” the agency says. 
By and large the efforts have 
been successful, however, be­ 
cause for nearly 30 years feder­ 
al and state projects have been 
set up to develop better po­ 
tatoes on a coordinated scien­ 
tific basis A regional program 
was started in 1948 at Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis., and since 1950 has 
expanded into a full-fledged in­ 
terregional program called IR- 
I. 
In the past 15 years there 
have been 15 expeditions to 
Latin America to seek new 
germ plasm or seed m aterials 
from wild-growing and culti- 
.vated plants of Soianum tubero 
sum, 
the 
potato's 
scientific 
name. 
Specimens are processed by 
USDA's Germ plasm Resources 
Laboratory. 
Beltsville, 
Md., 
and then sent to another facil­ 
ity for one or two years of 
quarantine to guard against the 
introduction of diseases. 
Eventually, the potato stock 
ends up at Sturgeon Bay for 
further 
research 
and 
dis­ 
tribution to breeders. 
Potatoes are a m ajor world 
food source, grown on more 
than 50 million acres and total­ 
ing more than 300 million tons 
annually. In the United States, 
potatoes 
are 
grown 
com­ 
m ercially in most states at one 
time of the year or another and 
comprise around 1.5 million 
acres and an output of about 15 
million tons annually. 
There is winter and spring 
potato production in California, 
Florida and other states with 
mild clim ates Summer produc­ 
tion occurs generally across the 
country, but the fall crop is by 
far the most important 
Last year, for example, the 
fall potato crop accounted for 
m ore than 276 million 100-pound 
bags of the U.S. total output of 
319.8 million. The record total

Ford invoked the spirit of 
Harry S Truman, patron saint 
of the uphill campaigner, to 
stake his claim of coming victo­ 
ry in the Nov 2 election, no 
mind what the polls and the 
pundits may say 
The President, a Truman fan 
nominated in the city of Tru­ 
man, aimed the first major ad­ 
dress of his campaign at the 
average American, sitting at 
home. 
‘‘It is from your ranks that I 
come 
and 
on 
your 
side 
I 
stand.” he said in Thursday 
night's 
acceptance 
speech. 
“ And I predict right now that 
the American people are going 
to say, ‘Jerry, you've done a 
good job Keep right on doing 
it.” ’ 
To get them to say that, Ford 
will need the active help of the 
Republican party’s best foot 
soldiers, and many of them are 
the conservatives who worked, 
and wept, for Ronald Reagan. 
The risk to Ford now is not 
like that of Truman's 1948 cam­ 
paign. when the left and the 
right wings of the Democratic 
party split off and ran candi­ 
dates of their own. 
A group of Young Americans 
for Freedom, among the most 
ardent of conservative factions, 
chanted 
“Third party, 
third 
party" for a while at the con­ 
vention's closing night. There 
were only about 20 of them, de­ 
spite tentative plans for a con­ 
servative meeting to talk about 
a bolt, it seerT'*’ •• \«eiy such a 
move could go anywhere 
As Rep Robert Baumann of 
Maryland, conservative as they 
come, told the convention: 
“ There are those who say we 
need a third party. I say to you 
what we need is a good second 


party, and this is it." 
Baumann said the Republican 
struggle was between two con­ 
servatives, not between the left 
and the right. 
Sen. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina, one of the favorites of 
the right, a Reagan supporter 
who pushed harder than his 
candidate 
for 
tough, 
con­ 
servative language in the plat­ 
form, spoke out for the ticket. 
He praised the platform as a 
good one, a strong one, also 
hailed 
the selection of Sen 
Robert J. Dole of Kansas as 
Ford’s vice presidential nomi­ 
nee. 
Reagan said that if a third 
party is to be considered, it 
should not be now, just prior to 
an election, but after Nov. 2, if 
the Republicans lose. 
At Ford’s invitation, Reagan 
had the last word, the final 
speech, of the convention, and 
it was all that the President 
could have asked from his beat­ 
en challenger 
“ ... We’ve got to quit talking 
to each other and about each 
other," said Reagan. “ ... We 
must go forth from here united, 
determined and what a great 
general said a few years ago is 
true: there is no substitute for 
victory." 
Reagan, too, stressed the par­ 
ty platform, “ a banner of bold, 
unmistakeable colors. ... ” For 
his 
supporters, 
with 
Ford’s 
agreement, had colored it con­ 
servative. particularly on the 
issue of American policy to­ 
ward the Soviet Union. 
Indeed, during the week of 
preparatory sessions and the 
four convention days, it seemed 
Reagan could have anything he 
wanted — except the one thing 
he really wanted, the presiden­ 
tial nomination 
Only on points that directly 
affected that prize did Ford 
and his strategists resist Rea­ 
gan 
After they won the test that 
foretold 
the 
nomination, 
on 
Reagan’s effort to compel Ford 
to announce in advance who 
would be running with him, the 
President put out the word to 
cool it, go along, get along 
For hours. Ford representa­ 
tives tried to negotiate a com­ 
promise on a platform amend­ 
ment that unmistakably criti­

The language, which 
Reagan proposed, could have 
come from one of his campaign 
speeches And Reagan men, led 
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by Helms, refused to budge on 
the platform issue. 
There was a dispute in the 
Ford camp over what to do. At 
one point, the President wanted 
to fight the Reagan amend­ 
ment. 
But 
Tarzan,

name on his team’s convention 
communications 
network, 
changed his mind, left the tac­ 
tics to his floor managers. 
Early Wednesday morning, 
word went out over the walkie 
talkies: Ford’s floor managers 
and whips were to stop talking 
to newsmen about the foreign 
policy amendment. “ We’ve cav­ 
ed in," said one of them. And 
the Reagan amendment was 
adopted without a Ford fight, in 
the name of party unity. 
There was more to it; Ford’s 
strategists did not want to risk 
a vote they feared they might 
lose, on an issue that was one 
of Reagan’s strongest during 
the primary campaign 
No matter, the cover served 
the real interest of the Presi­ 
dent. His nomination was as­ 
sured Tuesday night, sealed on 
Wednesday, 1,187 votes to 1,069 
for Reagan, but closer than Re­ 
publicans had seen in 24 years.

went to Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
a national hero both parties 
had tried to recruit as a sure 
thing for the W'hite House 
Now, the split decision be 
longs to a president by appoint­ 
ment, the leader of a minority 
party, the far-back trailer in 
polls against Jim m y Carter. 
At convention hall, there was 
warmth in the cheers and ova­ 
tions for Ford. But there was 
fire in the battle cries for Rea­ 
gan. even in the chants that 
sounded when finally, in defeat, 
he made his appearance in the 
stands Thursday night 
As the delegates disbanded 
on Friday, the enthusiasm gap 
was showing In an Associated 
Press survey, more than 80 per 
cent of the delegates who sup­ 
ported Reagan said they would 
vote for the Ford-Dole ticket, 
but many of them said their 
personal efforts now will be 
concentrated on GOP candi­ 
dates at home, not on the na­ 
tional ticket. 
“ There’s an awful lot of bit­ 
terness right now," said L.E. 
Thomas of Panama City, Fla , 
Reagan's state campaign man­ 
ager there. "B u t when they 
think about the alternatives, 
most of them will have to come 


around.” 
Thomas said Reagan support­ 
ers would have worked more 
diligently in the fall had the 
former 
California 
governor 
been on Ford’s ticket. 
Reagan said he would not ac­ 
cept that nomination. He also 
confirmed that the President 
did not offer it to him. 
“ I ’m going back to my gar­ 
den,” said Helen A. Turnell of 
Salem, Ore. “ I ’ll vote for Ford, 
but 
only 
because 
Carter is 
worse.” 
"Oh, I ’ll vote for him, but I 
don’t know whether I ’ll do any 
work,” said Mona Hinman of 
Kremmling, Colo. 
That is the mood Ford needs 
to crack. 
Reagan pledged to work for 
the President’s election, and 
said that if the Republicans 
lose, there should be "a reas­ 
sessment of where we go and

Then he went home to his 
ranch near Santa Barbara, Ca­ 
lif. 
Ford, in yet another gesture

Aorta may harden 
with age 


By Lawrence E. Lamb. M.D. 


DEAR DR LAMB - I need 
some information about my 
father, who is 63 years old, 5 
feet 7 and 180 pounds 
His 
blood pressure is 165 over 90 
During a recent examination 
an X ray showed calcium 
building up in the aorta Will 
you please give us your advice 
on this condition 
He takes 
m e d ic in e for h is blood 
pressure and eats a fat free, 
no salt diet. 
DEAR READER - The 
aorta is the large artery 
directly connected to the 
heart 
It carries all the ox­ 
ygenated blood out of the 
heart to the whole body 
It 
arches above the heart and 
courses down along the spine 
until it d ivid es into the 
arteries to the legs 
As people get older there is 
a tendency for the wall of this 
artery to calcify. This usually 
follows a build up of fatty- 
cholesterol substances in the 
wall of the artery — the 
process in arteries we call 
atherosclerosis. Because the 
aorta is very large the build 
up in it does not cause a 
blockage to the circulation, 
the way it does in smaller 
arteries to the leg, heart, 
brain or other parts of the 
body 
Normally the aorta is very 
elastic. As blood squirts out of 
the heart into the aorta it just 
stretches to accomodate the 
increased blood Then it con­ 
tracts by its own elasticity, 
helping to propel the blood 
along for its own normal cir­ 
culation This elasticity helps 
to keep the top blood pressure 
reading from becoming so 
high But, as the elasticity is 
lost the aorta behaves more 
like a rigid pipe When all the 
blood squirts out into the rigid 
aorta, the pressure rises im­ 
mediately and higher than it 


would li the aorta were still 
elastic. So, your father’s blood 
pressure is 165 when in a 
younger man it would be 
perhaps less than 130 This 
does increase the work of the 
heart some. 
Because high blood pressure 
is associated with an in­ 
creased risk of heart attacks 
and strokes, I agree it should 
be treated 
Moderate eleva­ 
tion such as your father has 
does not require heroic efforts 
though as the treatment may 
be worse than the disease. 
Your father would do well to 
decrease the rate of develop­ 
m ent of fatty'ch olesterol 
deposits in other arteries in 
his body He needs to restrict 
his calories enough to make 
this possible 
I would also advise a daily 
walking program to help 
maintain his level of physical 
fitness and help him reduce 
Everyone who can. should 
have an exercise program, 
even if it is just walking, to go 
along with a diet program 
when they need to lose weight 
You can’t judge by pounds 
alone, but there is a good 
possibility that your father 
needs to lose as much as 30 
pounds of fat The program 
should be to go on a restricted 
calorie program with walking 
and keep on losing fat until 
there is no significant amount 
of fat under his skin, around 
his waist or other locations It 
will take time but he should 
get sta rted w ith such a 
program without delay. If he 
likes to swim he should be en­ 
couraged to do so
